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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sakai 
et al. ['132] in view of Sato et al. ['033] 

Sakai et al. disclose a developing device [4] comprising a developing casing having a 
plurality of toner chambers to contain a toner [See Abstract], a plurality of resilient agitators 
[17a, 17b, 17c] disposed in the toner chambers to agitate and transfer the toner [Fig. 2; Col. 5, 
lines 33-49], a developing roller [15], and partition members [18a, 18b] disposed in the 
developing casing to separate each of the toner chambers. However, Sakai et al. does not 
disclose a developer supplying roller and each of the partition members having a plurality of 
slits. 

Sato et.al. disclose a developing device comprising a developer supplying roller [33], and 
a partition wall [51] having a plurality of slits having a horizontal width [Y] of about 1mm and a 
vertical length [X] of about 10-15 mm and plurality of ribs [See Abstract]. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the developing device disclosed by Sakai et al. with a developer supplying 
roller and the partition members having a plurality of slits and ribs as taught by Sato et al. for the 
purpose of allowing the toner to pass from one chamber to the other chamber. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3 and 10-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

- Shida et al. ['442] disclose a developing apparatus having a partition wall. 

- Fujimoto et al. ['344] disclose an image forming apparatus having a toner adjusting 
means. 

- Forlani et al. ['334] disclose an image forming apparatus having toner flow control.
